Weight 14.35 grams, 
Specific gravity «10.32 


Silvery color. Dull gas bubbled field on denomination side. 
Has a filled circular 1/8 th inch diameter hole between the 
A of NOVA and C of CONSTELLATIO on one side and through the 
lower part of L in LIBERTAS and touching the leaf below on the 
other side. The hole is about 3/32 inches from the edge. 


Plain edge. No joinder line shows. Vitrually no beading shows 
on border. 
Compared to the piece sent by Breen to me in 1959: 

a) Hole is in a different place 

b) Webbing in leaves not present 

c) The B is deformed with the same extra lower loop.
